Since  the  date  of  my  last  Annual  Address,  I  have 
performed  the  fdlowing  oflicial  acts:

The  15th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  Lenoir,  Caldwell  County, 
conducting  the  Morning  Prayer  and  preaching.  While  here,  I  received 
the  afflicting  intelligence  of  the  death  of  our  gifted  brother,  the  Rev. 
John  Singeltary.  A  wiser  counsellor,  an  abler  Priest,  a  better  man, 
could  not  have  been  taken  from  the  Church.  May  his  removal  teach 
us,  as  it  was  designed,  the  lesson  of  humility,  and  watchtulness  and  pre- 
paredness to  give  account  of  our  stewardship.  The  high  estimation  in 
which  our  brother  was  held  by  his  late  Parish  of  Sf.  Jolm's  in  the  WiL 
dcrnes.%  was  expressed  in  a  series  of  most  gra"tifying  resolutions  com- 
municated  to  me  by  the  Vestry. 

^  The  16th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  officiated  for  the  congregation  of 
Grace  Church,  Morganton,  preaching  twice  and  confirming  five  per- 
t^ons.  ^  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  few  zealous  Churchmen  here  and  in 
the  neighborhood,  who  with  small  means  are  building  a  commodious 
Iiouse  of  Worship,  in  the  expectation  of  having  it  ready  tor  consecration 
during  my  Summer  Visitation, 

17th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  St.  John's  in  the 
Wilderness.  At  this  place  I  arrived  just  in  time  to  take  a  final  leave 
of  my  aged  fi-iend,  Mrs.  Charles  Baring,  and  to  perform  for  her  the  last 
sad  otfices  of  the  Church.  It  is  due  to  the  memory  of  this  extraordinary 
lady,  to  bear  testimony  to  her  distinguished  christian  benevolence.  The 
neat  and  commodious  building  in  which  the  congregation  at  Flat  Rock 
HOW  worship,  is  a  monument  of  her  liberality;  while  a  no  less  enduring 
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record  of  tins  will  be  found  in  the  grateful  remembrance  of  the  neigh' 
boring  poor. 

On  Tuesday,  the  16th  September,  I  preached  in  Rulherfordton,  and 
confirmed  three  persons. 

The  follo^^•ing  Sunday,  I  officiated  in  the  Valley  of  VVataga. 

Sunday,  19lh  after  Trinity,  officiated  at  the  head  of  Linville  River, 
Yancey  County. 

20th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  in  the  Valley  of  the  Yadkin. 

The  Sunday  after,  at  Valle  Crucis. 

The  fijllowing  Tuesday,  14th  October,  I  officiated  at  night  in  the 
Court  House  at  Wilkesborough.  The  next  morning  at  a  private  house, 
where  I  baptised  and  confirmed  one  person. 

Tuesday,  16th,  I  officiated  in  the  evening  at  Rockford,  Surry  County. 
Here,  somewhat  to  my  surprise,  I  found  a  decided  interest  for  the 
Church,  and  a  general  desire  for  her  services. 

22d  Sunday  after  Trinity,  preached  in  the  Parish  of  Epiphany,  Leaks- 
ville,  Rockingham  County,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  The  next  day, 
at  the  house  of  Mr.  Rawley  Galloway,  I  l)aptised  one  adult  and  co«. 
firmed  two  persons.  In  this  county,  the  praiseworthy  effort  of  a  few 
Churchmen  has  resulted  in  the  erection  of  a  neat  and  convenient  house 
of  Worship  at  Leaksville,  which,  I  learn,  is  now  ready  for  consecration. 

28d  Sunday  aller  Trinity,  and  also  the  evening  before,  1  officiated  in 
St,_r.Iatthew's  Church,  Hillsborough. 

'I'he  next  day,  27th,  officiated  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  Orange  County. 

Ail  Saint's  Day,  and  24th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  in  St.  Ste- 
phen's Church,  Oxford,  preached  three  times  and  confirmed  iwo  per- 
sons. 

Wednesday,  5th  November,  preached  in  Church  of  Holy  Innocents, 
Henderson,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

Saturday,  8th,  and  Sunday  following,  officiated  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Williamsborough,  preaching  three  times  and  confirming  seven  persons. 

26th  after  Trinity,  ofbciated  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Warrenton, 
preaching  twice  and  confirming  seven  persons. 

Saturday,  22d,  and  27th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  in  Louisburg. 
preaching  three  times  and  confirming  one  person. 

Advent  Sunday,  I  officiated  in  the  morning  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  and 
in  the  evening  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Troy,  New  York. 

On  Thursday,  4th  December,  at  the  request  of  Rev.  Mr.  Southard. 
I  assisted  Bishop  IMcCoskry  in  the  services  in  Calvary  Church,  City  of 
New  York,  on  an  occasion  of  confirmation. 

2d  Sunday  in  Advent,  I  preached  twice  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Bur- 
lington, New  Jersey. 

The  two  following  months,  I  passed  at  my  residence  in  lialeigh,  offi- 
ciating four  times  in  Christ  Church,  and  six  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary's 
School. 

4th  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  Feb.  1st,  I  officiated  twice  in  St.  Bar- 
tholomew's Church,  Pittsborough,  and  in  the  morning  admitted  i\Ii'. 
John  Roberts  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  and  the  Rev.  Norman  C. 
Stoughton  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priesthood;  the  Rev.  Aldert  Smedes 
preaching  on  the  occasion,  «nd  the  Rev.  Prof.  Green,  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Smedes,  concurring  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 
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SrjituafTesima  Sunday,  I  officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  and 
contirmed  three  persons. 

Sexagesima  Sunday,  and  the  previous  Saturday,  I  officiated  in  Cal- 
vary Church,  Wade^^!)orough,  preaching  tour  times  and  confirn:iing  one 
person. 

Friday  and  Saturday,  20th  and  21st  February,  and  Quinquagesima 
Sunday,  I  officiated  in  St,  John's  Church,  Fayette vilie,  preaching  four 
times  and  confirming  three  persons. 

Ash- Wednesday,  and  1st  Sunday  in  Lent,  officiated  in  Chapel  of  St. 
Mary's  School,  Raleigh;  on  the  latter  occasion,  confirming  ten  persons. 

Friday  and  Saturday,  6th  and  7th  March,  and  2d  Sunday  in  Lent, 
officiated  in  St.  James's  Church,  Wilmington,  preaching  five  times  and 
confirming  nine  persons. 

Tuesday,  lOth,  officiated  at  Waynesborough,  Wayne  County,  and 
confirmed  one  person. 

Wednesday,  11th,  officiated  in  Kinston,  Lenoir  County,  and  confirmed 
two  persons. 

Friday  and  Saturday,  13th  and  14th,  and  3d  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  passed 
in  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Nowbern,  preaching  three  times  and 
confirming  nine  persons. 

On  the  evening  of  Sunday,  I  officiated  in  a  Chapel  erected  by  the 
free  persons  of  colour  in  this  town,  and  placed  under  the  charge  of  the 
Rev.  Wm.  A".  Hawks,  Vhose  self-sacrificing  kibors  in  ])ehalf  of  this 
much  neglected  class,  deserve  our  acknowledgments,  while  they  call 
for  our  imitation.  On  the  occasion  of  divine  worship  alluded  to,  1  was 
deeply  aflected  with  the  earnest  solemnity  of  the  responses,  and  the 
touching  simplicity  and  spirit  of  the  chanting  and  other  music.  As  I 
witnessed  this,  I  recollected  what  my  Rev.  In'olher  had  told  me  of  the 
improved  state  of  this  people.  The  question  arose  in  my  mind,  and 
with  shame  for  our  past  neglect,  "What  might  not  ]>e  done  for  our  col- 
oured population  throughout  the  Diocese,  if  each  man,  who  calls  him- 
self a  christian  ChurchniJ^n,  would  do  his  duiy?''''  Our  free  population 
of  colour  are  literally  cast  upon  us  in  the  slave  States  for  sympathy  and 
encouragement.  Let  .us  not  disappoint  their  just  expectation.  But 
while  we  encourage  their  enterprize,  and  give  a  helping  hand  to  their 
virtuous  struggles  for  temporal  comfort,  let  us  not  be  unmindful  of  their 
spiritual  wants:  but  hasten  to  meet,  in  a  spirit  of  christian  kindness  and 
charity,  every  desire  manifested  among  them  to  have  abetter  provision 
for  worshiping  and  serving  God. 

From  this  place  I  went,  by  the  request  of  my  friend,  Josiah  Collins, 
Esq.,  directly  to  the  estates  on  Lake  Scuppernong,  which  had  been 
without  stated  ministerial  services  for  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 
Here,  and  in  the  neighboring  Parish  at  Pettigrew's  Chapel,  I  passed 
the  remaining  part  of  the  season  of  Lent — holding  daily  ser\ices — de- 
livering lectures,  and  commencing  a  new  course  of  oral  catechetical  in- 
struction to  the  servants.  This  course  is  to  embrace  the  prominent 
events  and  truths  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  a<  connected  with 
man's  fall  and  redemption;  and  is  designed  to  tbllowthe  oral  catechism 
I  have  already  published.  The  services  here  were  of  the  most  gratify- 
ing and  encouraging  character — fully  justifying  all  that  has  been  said 
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and  anticipated  of  the  system  of  religious  training  hitherto  pursued  on 
tiieso  phintations.  When  I  saw  master  and  servants  standing  side  by 
side  in  the  holy  services  of  Passion-week — when  I  saw  all  secular  la- 
bor on  these  plantations  suspended  on  Good  Friday,  and  the  cleanly 
clad  midtitude  thronging  the  house  of  prayer  to  pay  their  homage  to  a 
crucitied  Saviour; — and  when  I  saw,  on  the  blessed  Easter-murn,  the 
master  with  his  goodly  company  of  servants,  kneeling  with  reverent 
hearts  and  devout  thanksgivings,  to  take  the  bread  of  life  at  the  same 
Altar,  I  could  not  but  indulge  the  hope,  that  ere  long,  my  spirit  may  be 
reireshed  by  such  scenes  in  every  part  of  my  Diocese;  while  I  could  not 
Iielp  believing  that,  had  some  of  oijr  brethren  of  other  lands  been  pre- 
sent, they  would  have  been  induced  to  change  the  note  of  their  wailing 
over  imaginary  suffering,  into  the  heartfelt  exclamation — "Happy  are 
the  people  that  are  in  such  a  case;  yea,  blessed  are  the  people  who 
hare  the  Lord  for  their- God.^^ 

Often,  at  such  times,  have  I  wished  for  the  presence  of  my  friend, 
the  good  Bishop  of  Oxford;  as  I  have  felt  assured,  that  could  he  but 
once  witness  what  it  is  my  happiness  to  witness,  though  in  a  too  im- 
perfect state,  his  manly  heait  would  prompt  him  to  ask  instant  pardon 
of  the  American  Church,  for  his  having  spoken  so  harshly  upon  a  sub- 
ject which  he  so  imperfectly  understood;  and  that  he  would  j)erceive  his 
christian  sympathy  might  find  a  much  more  natuial  vent  in  effiu'ts  to 
remove  the  cruel  oppressions  of  the  factory  system  in  his  own  country, 
and  his  christian  indignation  a  much  more  legitimate  object  of  rebuke 
in  the  English  Churchmen  w^ho  have  helped  to  rivet  that  system  upon 
their  land. 

Palm  Sunday,  I  officiated  in  Grace  Church,  Plymouth,  preached  twice 
and  coniirmed  fom"  persons — one,  on  account  of  sickness,  prh'ately. 

Thursday  before  Easter,  at  Scuppernong  Lake,  I  baptised  five  adults. 

Good- Friday,  I  officiated  at  the  same  j)lace,  and  confirmed  six  per- 
sons. 

Easter-Even,  I  held  service  in  Pcttlgrcw's^  Chapel,  and  baptised  two 
adults. 

Easter-Day,  I  officiated  in  the  morning  in  the  same  place,  and  con- 
firmed five  persons.  In  the  evening,  at  the  Lake,  baptised  one  adult 
and  contirmed  \\\o  persons.  While  here  I  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion every  Sunday,  and  twice  on  Easter-Da}-. 

Easter  Monday,  I  olliciated,  and  baj)tised  an  infant. 

Easter  Tuesday,  I  officiated  in  St.  Luke's  (Church,  Locust  Grove. 

Friday,  17th  April,  I  officiated  in  a  school  house  at  Woodville,  Pas- 
quotank County. 

The  next  day,  and  Low-Sunday,  I  ofTiciated  in  Christ  Church,  Eli- 
zabeth City,  preachitig  four  times  and  confirming  three  persons.  At 
night,  I  preaclied  to  the  colored  people  connected  with  this  Parish,  and 
liaving  permanent  accommodations  f()r  worshi|)ping  with  the  white  con- 
gregation. These  have  been  provided  hy  the  late  enlargement  of  the 
(,-hurch  edifice.  This  has  been  conducted  with  great  judgment,  and 
}ias  resulted  in  a  large  increase  of  the  congregation.  A  new  organ 
has  been  added  by  the  distinguished  liberality  of  an  individual. 

Tuesdav,  'J  1st,  1  olliciated  in  Camden  County. 
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Thursday,  23d,  officiated  at  Gatesville,  Gates   Count}^  administered 
the  Holy  Communion  to  7  or  8  persons  early  in   the  morning  at  a  pri-  ' 
vate  house,  and  conducting  Morning   Prayer,  preaching,  and  baptising 
an  infant,  in  the  Court  House  at  the  usual  hour  of  Morning  Service. 

St.  Mark's  Day,  officiated  in  the  morning  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  E- 
denton,  baptisud  a  child  of  the  Rector,  and  preached. 

2d  Sunday  after  Easter,  officiated  in  the  same  Church.  In  the  e- 
vening,  I  was  called  to  a  distant  part  of  the  Parish  to  administer  Con- 
tirmation  and  the  Holy  Communion  to  a  sick  person.  At  night,  1  offi- 
ciated  again  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  preaching,  and  confirming  nine  per- 
sons. The  Rector  has  my  earnest  prayer  for  God's  blessing  upon  his 
effort  to  establish  the  Apostolic  practice  of  weeld}-  communion. 

Tuesday,  28th,  I  officiated  in  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Windsor. 

Thursday,  30th,  at  night,  officiated  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Washing- 
ton. 

Next  day,  (St.  Philip  and  St.  James's,)  officiated  in  the  morning  at 
Zion  Chapel,  and  at  night  in  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Bath,  Also  the 
next  morning  in  the  same  Church,  baptising  three  adults  and'one  in- 
fant, and  confirming  six  persons. 

At  night  of  the  same  day,  I  officiated  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Wash- 
ington.    Also  the  3d  Sunday  after  Easter. 

'4th  May,  morning,  officiated  in  Trinity  Church,  Beaufort  County, 
contirming  one  person.  At  night,  again  in  St.  Peter's,  confirming  ten 
persons. 

Wednesday,  6th,  officiated  in  Pugh's  Settlement,  Pitt  County,  and 
confirnied  two  persons. 

Thursday  at  niglit  and  Friday  in  the  morning,  officiated  in  the  Me- 
thodist Chapel,  Greejiville,  preaching,  and  baptising  an  infajit. 

4th  Sunday  after  Easter,  officiated  in  Calvary  Church,  Tarborough, 
preaching  twice. 

Tuesday,  12th,  officiated  in  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Neck,  conduct- 
ing  the  Morning  Prayer,  preaching,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector 
from  sickness,  baptising  three  infants. 

Sunday  after  Ascension,  officiated  at  Chapel  Hill.  In  the  morning, 
conducted  Morning  J^rayer  and  preached  in  University  Chapel.  In  the 
evening,  performed  Service  and  baptised  three  infants  in  a  private 
house.  At  night,  officiated  at  the  same  place,  preaching,  and  confirm- 
ing five  persons.  When  on  this  last  occasion  I  observed  around  me  a 
large  congregation  crowded  together  in  a  most  inconvenient  manner  in 
a  private  house,  numbers  tor  the  want  of  room,  having  been  forced  a- 
v/ay,  and  recollected  that  within  tv.'o  or  three  hundred  yards  there  stood 
a  beautiilil  Gothic  editice  which  a  few  hundred  dollars  would  open  to 
tiie  wants  of  this  people,  I  felt  mortitied  and  humbled  for  our  spiritual 
indiiliirence. 

In  the  course  in  my  Annual  visitation,  thus  recorded,  I  have  baptised 
11  adults  and  11  infants  in  32  Parishes,  confiimed  137  persons,  ordairs- 
ed  2  Deacons  and  3  Priests,  and  preached  131  times,  besides  sundry 
lectures.  In  addition,  I  have  usually  administered,  in  the  course  of  my 
visitation,  the  Holy  Communion,  and  examined  the  children  in  the 
Church  Catechism. 
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It  will  be  perceived  thiit  the  number  of  persons  confirmed  is  some- 
what less  than  it  was  last  year.  While  this  may  be  owiii*^'  to  a  variety 
of  causes,  the  main  one,  1  think,  is  the  want  of  adequate  Missionary 
services.  I  judge  so  from  the  tact,  that  in  a  number  of  cases  persons 
have  expressed  to  me  a  desire  for  Confirmation,  who,  from  the  want  of 
a  suitable  preparatory  training,  were  constrained  to  forego,  for  the 
present,  the  benefits  of  the  Ordinance. 

The  following  changes,  since  we  last  met,  have  taken  |)]ace  among 
our  Ciergy: — The  Rev.  John  Singeltary  has  been  removed  from  us  by 
death.  The  Rev.  C.  B.  Walker  has  removed  Ijy  letter  to  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina.  The  Rev.  C.  C.  Adams  has  just  asked  for  letters 
to  the  Diocese  of  Florida.  The  Rev.  Robert  Parham,  ordained  within 
the  year,  has  taken  charge  of  the  Paiish  of  Calvary  Church,  W^adesbo- 
rough.  The  Rev.  Lewis  Taylor  has  been  engaged  in  Missionary  duty 
at  Rutherfordton,  Rutherford  County.  The  Rev.  H.  H.  Prout  has  re- 
turned  to  the  Diocese,  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  Wataga  Mission  and 
the  School  in  Valle  Crucis,  Ashe  County.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Kidney,  ab- 
sent fit)m  us  at  the  last  Convention  on  account  of  bad  health,  stili,  for 
the  same  cause,  remains  away.  The  Rev.  C.  F.  McRae  has  been 
ronipelied  by  sickness  in  his  family  to  relinquish  the  Rectorship  of 
Emmanuel  Church,  Warrenton.  The  Rev.  George  Benton  has  been 
received  into  this  Diocese,  and  settled  at  the  Rockfish  Factory,  Cum- 
berland County. 

The  following  persons  are  Candidates  tor  Holy  Orders  in  this  Dio- 
cesc:  Jarvis  Buxton,  Joseph  C.  Huske,  John  Haywood  Parker,  George 
Andrews,  Charles  A.  Mason,  Richard  Grice,  and  James  E.  Van  Bok- 
kelin.  The  last  three  named  are  pursuing  their  studies  at  the  Genei-al 
Theological  ►Seminary  of  the  Church.  The  other  four  are  pieparing 
for  Orders  in  the  Diocese.  Besides  these,  three  others  have  applied 
to  be  received  as  Candidates, — the  papers  of  two  of  them  being  already 
before  the  Standing  Committee; — while  six  others,  now  at  the  School 
in  Valle  Crucis,  have  signified  to  nic  their  intention  of  applying  at 
some  tuture  time. 

The  applications  for  Missionary  aid  have  been  urgei.t  from  many 
parts  of  the  Diocese.  But  the  Committee  of  Missions,  from  the  small 
amounts  they  received  during  the  first  half  of  the  year,  did  not  feel 
themselves  justified  in  adding  to  the  number  of  our  Missionaries. 

The  following  Parishes  and  Missionary  Stations  are  now  destitute: 

Windsor  and  Gatesville,  who  toijether  will  pledge  the  sum  of  ^350. 

Greenville  and  Trinity  Chapel,  Beaufort  County,  ready  to  pledge  the 
same  sum. 

St.  'J'homas's,  Bath,  Zion  Chapel,  and  St.  John's,  Durham's  Creek, 
lieaufort  County,  too  pt^or  to  pledge  moie  than  8 100. 

Church  of  the  Atonenient,  Cljapel  Hill,  prepared  to  offer  $300. 

In  addition  to  these  destitute  places,  the  Uev.  T.  F.  Davis  Is  the  only 
Minister  in  five  Parishes,  extending  over  three  counties.  Atid  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Olmsted,  single  handed,  is  left  to  minister  to  the  wants  of  the 
(3hurch  in  the  counties  of  Burke,  Lincoln,  a/id  Mecklenburg;;  and  that 
too  upon  a  pittance  which  I  Jear  will  force  hin),  for  daily  bread,  from 
the  field  of  his  labor. 
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Besides,  f  have  just  received  a  letter  from  the  Vestry  at  Rutiierford- 
ton,  setting  tbrtli  the  pecuJiar  advantage  of  ^'ilort  tlieiu  ai  Deiiaj'of  the 
Church,  at  the  present  tinie.  VV^hlie  Itie  negiecied  cuuuty  u{  .Siirrv  is 
beggiiig  to  be  fed  with  at  lea.-t  a  crumb  nj\v  aud  tucii  ikjui  otn-  bpiiiiual 
tabic. 

From  these  facts,  it  is  clear,  that-  if  we  would  not  yield  the  advance 
we  have  maue,  and  piociaim  to  tlie  Church  and  the  wtjrld  tlic  aliandon- 
ment  ot  o 'i'  woric,  as  ssicvvards  v>f  the  manifbid  grace  of  G.iJ.  we  rnust 
make  up  our  miu  1j  to  a  m  jre  vigorous  eift>rt  to  suppiy  I'undts  fn-  our 
Diocesun  Missiojs.  Au  ttiat  is  needful,  in  this  behad',  j:?;  for  each 
CleriTy<nan  to  be  strenuous  and  constant  in  carrying  out  our  plan  of 
sycjteiuatic  chariiy — and  f  »r  each  layman  to  feel  hi.nseif  personally  re- 
sponsible, to  the  extent  of  his  abiiily,  for  the  success  of  God's  work  in 
our  hands.  (),  ho»v  trifling  would  be  the  sacrihce  of  persona,  indul- 
gence required  to  m^^et  every  sfpiritual  necessity  in  our  Diotese!  And 
how  delightful  liie  reflection  on  the  bed  of  death,  that  we  had  made 
that  sacriiice  i'or  Hun  who  gave  his  life  a  sacrifice  for  us! 

Our  establishment  in  Valie  Crucis  is,  under  all  the  ciicum-tances, 
advanciag  m  u-e  prosperously  than  could  well  have  been  exj  ected. 
Not-xvitiistanding  a  Summer  of  extraordinary  drought,  subjeciiiig  us  to 
much  inconvenience  from  want  of  lumber,  and  a  WinttM'  of  uia^t  unex- 
ampied'severity.  puitiug  us  to  unusual  expense  in  teeding  and  protect- 
ing  our  stock,  yet,  under  fav.)r  of  a  kind  Providence,  the  inieresis  of  the 
esiabiishinjr't  have  not  been  materially  aflected.  Tiie  tamily  of  some 
40  souls  has  enjoyed  reinarkabie  heaith,  except  in  a  case  (  r  two 
of  constituti;>nal  de.icacy,  u'heie,  on  the  whole,  no  injury  has  been  sus- 
tained. The  Classical  School  is  in  successful  operaiion,  asid  in  short, 
to  use  the  language  of  the  Rector,  the  prospects  of  the  establishiwent 
were  never  h.igii.er.  'i'he  buildings  connected  with  it  are  a  dwelling 
house  of  iiewM  iogs,  containing  fjur  convenient  rooms,  with  a  dining 
room.

A  school  house  60  feet  by  18,  two  stories  high,  with 
brick  basement,  which  constitutes  the  main  school  room, — the  stories 
above  being  used  tor  dormitories.  A  building  of  unburnt  orick.  26  feet 
by  18  feet,  two  stories  high,  with  cellar,  designed  f)r  store  room  and 
sleeping  aparfinents.  A  saw  mill  and  grist  mni,  new.'y  built,  and  run- 
ning well.  Also  a  blacksmith  shop  and  f)ur  or  live  ciie;ip  log  build- 
ii7gs  for  the  accommodati()n  of  workmen;  and  Miia  iy  a  'A.}  by  4)  feet 
frame  barn,  with  biick  basement  under  the  whole  for  stables.  Besides, 
materials  are  preparing  for  the  Chapel  and  anotner  dwe  u  ig  house. 

For  the  past  year,  an  average  number  of  about  28  pi?;^''>  Hrs  been 
in  the  C^asr^^ical  and  Agricultural  school,  nine  of  wiio^i  >i.i\e  received 
gratuitous  board  and  instruction.  The  numl)e^'  of  Cau  i-  is  es  fu-  Holy 
Orders,  and  of  yountj  men  designed  for  ihe  sacred  oilije,  cont.ec.'ed 
With  the  school,  is  now  seven. 

Tnis  institution  1  regard  as  a  most  impf)rtanf  nursery  to  ti.e  Church. 
In  addition  to  the  safe  and  eflectiial  training  of  our  you'h  in  Cla>sical 
knowledge,  and  sound  C'-iristian  principles,  ii>r  v.iiich  the  in.-tiiution 
provides,  an  opportunity  is  atr>rded  to  the  Dio'^p.-^e  oi"  rais  n«-  up  ibr  it- 
self, at  the  smallest  expense,  a  class  of  iVlinisters  which  our  necessities 
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mgcniiy  demand; — a  class,  humble  indeed  in  pretension,  but  self-denj- 
ing  int^piiit  and  vigorous  in  action,  who,  in  the  character  of  Deacons 
and  Catechists,  would  conduct  our  Parish  schools,  meet  the  spiritual 
wants  of  our  plantations,  and  carry  the  Word  of  Life  to  all  poor  and 
needy  people  within  our  spiritual  jurisdiction. 

This,  I  pramise  you,  shall  be  accomplished,  if  the  Parishes  will  con- 
tribute some  '$350  for  the  erection  of  a  cheap  building  to  accommodate 
students  designed  for  the  above  work:  provide  a  small  stipend  for  a 
Theological  Teacher,  and  interest  themselves  individually  in  sending 
pious  young  men  to  tiie  institution. 

The  iNiission  connected  with  the  establishment  has  been  prosecuted 
with  as  much  vigor  as  circumstances  would  admit.  The  regular  min- 
istrations of  the  Gospel  have  been  kept  up  at  four  different  points,  with 
occasional  services  at  a  htth,  embracing,  in  all,  a  district  of  country  30 
or  35  miles  in  extent.  Although  at  some  of  these  points  strenuous  op- 
position has  been  made  to  the  Church,  her  services  on  the  whole  seem 
gradually  gaining  upon  the  poj)ulation.  Ou/  main  hope  is  with  the 
young;  and  there  is  a  general  disposition  to  place  them  under  our  in- 
struction. During  the  last  Summer,  a  large  day  school,  about  a  mile 
from  us  in  the  Valley  of  Wataga,  was  conducted  with  good  success  by 
the  members  of  our  establishment.  Also  a  Saturday  and  Sunday  school 
at  the  distance  of  four  or  five  miles. 

The  establishment  has  two  efficient  Presbyters,  with  competent 
Teachers  for  the  School;  and  our  accommodations  are  sufficient  lor  40 
pupils.  The  farm  is  well  stocked  and  under  good  improvement,  with  a 
promising  crop.  By  God's  blessing  and  a  reasonable  support  from  the 
Diocese,  I  feel  confident  of  our  full  success. 

In  addition  to  these  Diocesan  objects,  I  would  call  the  attention  of 
the  Convention  especially  to  the  eflbrt  now  making  by  the  American 
Church  in  behalf  of  the  Jews.  In  view  of  the  action  of  the  last  two 
General  Conventions  of  the  Church  on  this  subject,  the  Domestic  Com- 
mittee of  Missions  have  appointed  the  Rev.  Isaac  P.  Labagh,  a  Presby- 
ter of  the  Church,  to  act  as  Missionary  for  this  people  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  where  some  12,000  of  them  reside.  As  a  preparatory 
measure,  the  Committee,  during  the  last  Spring,  sent  out  rtieir  Mission- 
ary to  collect  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  Chapel,  and  to  carry 
on  the  Mission.  The  i\iissionary  visited  this  City,  but  as  I  was  absent, 
nothing  was  done  in  the  way  of  collecting  funds.  He  sent  me  his  pa- 
pers, however,  and  I  pron)ised  in  reply  to  lay  the  subject  before  you  on 
the  present  occasion.  It  is  now  therefore  submitted  for  your  conside- 
ration, wilh  the  hope  that  you  wiW  take  suzli  steps  as  may  express  your 
approbation  of  so  good  an  object,  and  secure  for  it  your  active  co-ope- 
ration. 

All  which  is  submitted,  with  the  prayer  that  God  may  direct  us  in 
all  our  doings,  and  further  u§  with  his  continual  help.

With  this  sum  it  is  hoped  that  in  a  few  weeks  more  we 
may  be  enabled  to  advance  the  building  so  far  as  to  make  it  availf^ble 
for  Divine  Service  during  mild  and  pleasant  weather.  A  like  sum 
v/ould  put  it  in  our  power  to  add  a  desk,  pulpit,  pews,  and  a  gallery  for 
the  blacks,  and  thus  make  it  ready  for  consecration.  Is  there  no  son 
of  the  Church  prepared  to  respond  to  our  off-repeated  calls,  by  con- 
tributing a  sum  sufficient  fur  completing  this  House  of  our  God,  and 
for  supplying  it  with  faitliful  and  etiicient  ministrations.  The  Diocese 
may  rest  assured  that  there  is  no  spot  within  her  bounds  where  the 
teachings  of  the  Church  are  more  needed,  or  where  they  are  likely  to 
be  attended  with  more  important  results.

In  addition  to  my  stated  services  in  the  College  Chapel,  I  have  for 
the  last  four  months  preached  on  Sunday  evenings  in  my  private  par- 
lor. The  attendance  so  far,  especially  of  the  Students,  has  been  en- 
couraging. A  Bible  Class  was  termed  during  the  last  Summer,  con- 
sisting chiefly  of  the  principal  young  ladies  of  the  place.  It  has  been 
regularly  attended,  and  it  is  hoped  with  profit  to  both  the  Instructer  and 
instructed. 

SALEM  CHAPEL,  ORANGE  COUNTY. 

My  monthly  visits  to  this  place  are  still  continued.  The  congrega- 
tion is  composed  almost  altogether  of  blacks,  who  listen  with  apparent 
interest  to  the  instructions  of  the  Church.

The  number  of 
blacks  in  this  neighborhood,  and  the  Christian  dispositions  of  their 
owners,  combine  to  make  it  one  of  the  finest  fields  for  Missionary  labor 
within  the  State.

REPORT  of  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Prout,  Missionary  at  Valle  Crucis. 

The  report  of  my  official  services  for  the  past  year  must  necessarily 
})e  brief.  I  have  preached  at  the  lower  settlement  on  Wataga  River 
regularly  once  a  month,  and  also  on  one  Sunday  in  each  month  at  the 
upper  settlement,  on  the  same  river.

In  the  settlement  on  New  River,  I  have  also  preached 
general  times,  and  intend  heicafter  to  make  it  a  station  lor  regular  ser- 
vices. I  have  several  times  during  the  year  preached  at  Valle  Crucis, 
where  also  the  greater  part  of  my  time  on  week  days  has  been  spewt 
in  teaching.

In  connection  with  the  statement  of  facts  above  furnished,  the  Com- 
mittee  cannot  withhold  an  expression  of  their  belief,  that  the  Missionary 
interest  within  the  Diocese  is  not  so  advantageously  com[)ared  with  ti.a.t 
of  former  years,  as  might  reasonably  be  expected  among  a  people  who, 
through  slender  means  employed,  hav*  seen,  under  God,  so  mucu  ei- 
fected".  We  need  a  raised  estimation  of  the  privilege  involved  m  spread- 
ing  abroad  the  Church  among  perishing  men.  The  contributions  which 
are  needful  for  the  support  of  our  self-sacrificing  Missionaries,  so  far 
from  increasing  with  the  increase  of  the  body,  are  in  reality  less  than 
those  of  a  period  when  Jacob  was  small  among  us,  and  ot  no  reputation. 
We  need  livelier  conceptions  of  duty;  hearts  more  spiritually  imbued, 
and  hands  more  enlarged  and  diffusive.  The  Committee,  therelore, 
respecttuHy  submit  the  following  Resolution:

There  are  now  connected  with  the  Diocese,  besides  tlie  Bishop, 
twenty. nine  Priests  and  three  Deacons. 

The  Committee  have  to  express  their  regret,  that  the  Formula  sup- 
plied by  the  Bishop  is  not  adhered  to  by  all  the  Clergy  in  their  reports. 
The  result  of  this  neglect  is  apparent  in  the  practical  incorrectness  (jf 
our  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  We  are  very  well  assured  that 
we  do  not  and  cannot  present,  from  the  materials  before  us,  the  renl 
State  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  inasmuch  as  omissions  occur  un- 
der  almost  every  head  of  report,  in  some  one  report  or  other. 

The  Committee  feel  their  inability  to  express  tiieir  deep  sense  of  the 
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importance  of  our  Missions,  and  of  the  necesssity  f^:"-  a  more  liberal  and 
selt-danying  devotion  to  the  interests  of  this  great  work.  They  can 
only  refer  to  the  touching  complaint  of  the  Bishop  on  accouat  of  the 
want  of  ability  to  have  Missionaiies,  and  the  consequent  failing  off  in 
the  Contirniations,  and  reiterate  the  former  appeals  oi  this  Coinmittee, 

They  would  also  refer  to  the  Report  of  tiie  Missionary  Conmiittee  on 
this  subject,  and  state  their  hearty  concurrence  in  their  views.  They 
further  beg  respectfully  to  submit  tiie  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  request  the  Bishop  to  make  the  Mis- 
f-ions  of  the  Diocese  the  subject  of  his  special  advocacy  at  his  next 
Visitation. 

The  only  remaining  subject  which   the   Committee   feel  called  on  to 
notice,  is  the  School  at  Valle   Crucis.     They  deeply   sympathise  with 
the  Bishop  in  his  wishes,  and  agree  with  him  in  his  expectations  of  its 
ultimately  becoming  a  noble  and  permanent  Nursery  of  the  Church.

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  cause  1000  copies  of  the  Journals  of 
this  Convention  to  be  printed  and  circulated. 

The  Rev.  Professor  Green  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  al- 
ter to-day. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  again  on  Monday,  at  6  A.  M.

A  Collection  of  ^165  65  was  then  made.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayers  were  read  L'y  the  Bishop. 

Minutes  of  Saturday  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  feels  a  deep  interest  in  the  prosper- 
ity.of  the  Mission  to  the  Jews  in  this  country,  established  by  the  Gen- 
oral  Convention  of  1844. 

Resolved,  That  this  Mission  is  hereby  recommended  to  the  earnest 
prayers  of  the  members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  further  recommended  to  the  different  Parishes 
of  the  Diocese,  to  make  a  Collection  on  Good  Friday  of  each  year,  for 
the  benefit  of  said  Mission. 

No  further  matter  of  business  appearing  before  the  Convention,  the 
members  joined  in  singing  four  verses  of  the  99t.h  Selection  of  Psahns, 
and  after  Prayer  and  Benediction  by  the  Bishop,  this  Convention  ad- 
journed sine  die.

ARTICLE  I. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  accedes  to,  recogni- 
ses, and  adopts,  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  United  States,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  accord- 
ingly. 

ARTICLE  IL 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
at  such  time  and  place  as  nnay  be  tixed  by  the  next  preceding  Conven- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen. 
Eacii  regularly  ordained  Minister,  of  either  order,  being  settled  with  a 
parochial  charge  in  this  State;  or  being  a  President,  Professor,  or  In- 
structor of  youth,  in  any  Seminary  of  Learning  in  this  State;  orbeintja 
Missionary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  acting'under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention;  provided  he  shall  have  been  actually 
and  canonically  a  resident  of  the  State,  or  shall  have  been  a  candidate 
for  orders  belonging  to  this  diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar 
months  next  before  the  Convention.  Each  Church  or  Congregation  in 
this  Diocese,  which  is  now  a  member,  or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a 
member  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention 
one  or  more  Lay  Delegates,  not  exceeding  tour,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Ves- 
try or  by  the  Congregation,  tl'om  among  the  members  of  such  Congre- 
gation. Provided  however,  that  no  one  person  shall  be  the  Delegate  of 
more  than  one  Church  or  Conn-reg-ation  at  the  same  Convention.  Pro- 
vided  also,  that  this  Article  shall  not  exclude  from  the  Convention  any 
Clergyman  who  is  now  and  shall  continue  to  l>e  a  resident  in  this  State, 
and  who  is  now  a  member  of  this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  witli  Prayer,  and  a  Sermon,  which 
shill  be  delivered  by  some  Clerfryman  who  has  been  nominated  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Church. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

A'President  shall  be  annuall}^  appointed,  who  shall  preside  in  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Convention,  except  when  a  Bishop  shall  be  present,  when  he 
shall,  ex-ojficio,  be  President. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep 
a  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  to  give  timely  notice  to  each  Minister 
and  Vestry,  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting  of  the  Convention  in 
this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  Standing  Committee,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven 
persons,  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  ballot.  They  shall  have  power  to 
admit  Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and  when  there  is  not  a  Bishop,  they 
shall  examine  and  pass  on  the  testimonials  of  foreign  Clergymen.  They 
may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Convention;  and  shall  transact  ail  other 
business  as  they  are  empowered  to  do  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  General  Convention.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  fill  any  va- 
cancies that  may  occur  in  their  own  body  by  death,  removal,  or  other- 
wise, during  the  recess  of  the  Annual  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

A  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Church  shall  at  all  times 
1)e  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese;  and  no  Layman  shall  t>e  appointed  a  mem- 
l)er  of  said  Committee,  except  he  be  a  communicant  of  the  Episcopal 
Church. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

In  all  questions  which  shall  come  before  the  Conveiffinn,  when  it  shall 
be  required  by  the  Delegation  of  one  Church  or  Congregation,  or  by  any 
one  Clerical  member,  the  Laity  shall  vote  by  Congregations.  And 
when  it  shall  be  so  required,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  and 
in  the  latter  case,  the  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to 
make  a  decision  of  the  Convention.  When  no  such  division  '^•f  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  requirefl,  each  member  of  the  Convention,  both  Cleri- 
cal and  Lay,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  the  follow- 
ing manner:  The  order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate  and  appoint  by  bal- 
lot, some  fit  and  qualified  Cleigyman  for  that  office,  and  if  this  appoint- 
ment be  approved  by  the  Lay  order,  he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 
In  the  above  mentioned  nomination  and  appointment,  a  majority  of  each 
order  shall  determine  the  choice — provided  that  two-thirds  of  all  the 
('lergy  entitled  to  votes  be  present;  and  two-thirds  of  all  the  Congrega- 
tions entitled  to  votes  be  represented:  otherwise  two-thirds  of  the  votes 
of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  choice. 
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AllTICLE  XI. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altored  or  amended,  except  })y  the  con- 
current votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members  at  an  annual  meet- 
h\o-  of  the  Convention — such  vote  being  taken  in  accordance  with  the 
preceding  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

'Each  Church  or  Congregation  in  thi'^  Diocese,  '.vhich  is  now  a  mem- 
ber or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall 
))e  enlitled  to  elect  by  its  Vestry,  in  addition  to  those  auth<rised  by  the 
third  Article,  four  Alternate  Delegates,  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  dele- 
oration  elect  in  the  order  of  their  election.

CANON  II.— Passed  Apkil  1817. 

Of  ihc  Trial  of  a  Clergpman. 

For  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  the  J>ishop  shall  appoint  three  Pr<-«by- 
ters,  who  shall  be  constituted  fc  board  for  trying  the  accu-^ed  person, 
^i'he  Bishop  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  trial;  of  both  which,  at  least 
a  month's  notice  shall  1k'  given  to  the  party  accused;  and  shoidd  he  n»'- 
f^lect  or  refuse  to  attend,  the  trial  shall  proceed.  The  Board  thus  con- 
stituted, shall  examine  fully,  the  charges  alleged,  and  keep  a  minute  and 
accurate  recora  of  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses,  and  of  every  question 
and  proceeding  that  comes  before  them.  No  charge  shall  be  substan- 
tiated on  the  testimony  of  less  than  two  witnesses.  On  the  exitmina- 
tion  of  any  witness,  should  the  accused  party  require  it,  an  oath  or  af- 
firmation shall  be  administered    by  a    magistrate.     In    all   qiiesiions,  a 
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unanimous  voto  shall  ho  necessary  to  a  decision.  Having  come  to  a  de- 
cision on  the  charge  or  chai-jres  respftctivrly,  the  Board  shall  conuninii> 
cate  their  decision  to  the  Bishop — and  also,  in  case  ihey  have  tound  the 
accused  giiilry,  the  sentence  which,  in  their  opinion,  should  he  pronoun- 
ced. A  cernhed  copy  of  the  record  of  their  proceedings  shad  he  laid 
before  the  Bishop,  and  his  judgment  in  the  ca^e  he  hnai. 

CANON  IIL— Passed  April  1817. 

Of  the  sentence  to  be  pronounced  upon  a  Clergyman  found  guilt  ij  of  Mis- 

behaviour. 

This  sentence  may  he  admonition,  suspension,  degradation  from  the 
ministry,  or  excommunication;  and  shall  \w-  pronounced  hy  the  Bishop 
and  communicated  to  every  parish  in  the  Di<.cese. 

CANON  IV.— Passed  April  1819. 
Respecting  the  Call  of  a  Special  Convention, 

When  a  Special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sec- 
retary in  issuing  the  notilications,  to  specify  therein  the  business  and 
purposes  for  which  the  Convention  is  to  he  assembled. 

CANON  v.— Passed  April  1819. 

Concerning  Parochial  Registers  and  Reports. 

In  order  to  give  effect  to  the  49th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention 
in  1808,  it  is  hereby  required  that  each  Minister  of  this  Chiuch  siial! 
keep  a  register  of  all  the  Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  solemn- 
ized hy  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  Ministry;  specifving  the  names  of 
the  parties  married,  the  name  and  time  of  the  hiilh  of  the  child  baptised, 
with  the  names  of  the  parents,  and  the  name  of  the  person  buried,  and 
the  time  when  each  rite  is  performed;  which  register  shall  be  tran- 
scribed, at  least  once  in  every  month,  in  a  hock  to  he  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, helonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each  (Church.  He  shall  also  keep  a 
register  of  the  names  of  the  Communicants  within  his  care.  And  it 
shall  he  the  duty  of  each  Minister  to  jeport  aniiualiy  to  the  Bishop,  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  amount  or  sun)  total  of  said  regis- 
ters, and  a:so  the  amount  of  the  register  of  adults  required  to  be  he})t  by 
the  aforesaid  C.inon  of  the  General  Convention,  t(  gether  with  a  written 
account  of  the  state  of  the  Parish.  Which  re|)(;rts  shall  be  by  the  Bish- 
Kir.  5;v!!....:::^.:Mt<'i  lo  in-c  Co.ivtniior),  ftuJ  ie-vj  [ii  t!,;.:^  prcsc::-  ",  Ih  or- 
der to  promote  a  gene;ai  KiJwWievige  <if  the  s;a,e  o!  ti.e  Churcii:  and  shall 
alterwards  be  prc'served  hy  the  Secretary  among  the  rec.rds  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

CANON  VI.— Passed  April  1819. 

The  Clergy  required  to  attend  the  Mee.ings  of  the  Convention, 

Wherv^Ms  the  rL^^ridar  attendance  of  the  C!e;gy  r,t  'he  meetings  of  the 
Convent. on,  is  oi  essential  consequence  to  il.e  interest  of  the  Church,

CANON    YII. — Passed  May   1842,   I^sTEAU   of  the   one   passed 

May  1821. 

Of  Ihe  Forming  of  a  Congregation, 

Any  ten  or  more  xVdults  may  Ibrm  themselves  into  a  Congregation  of 
this  Church,  and  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention,  by  con- 
senting to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church 
in  these  United  States,  as  set  tbrlh  in  General  Convention,  and  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  by  assuming  a 
name  to  designate  such  Congregation;  by  electing  a  Vestry  of  four  or 
more  persons,  not  exceeding  twelve;  and  by  subscribing  tlie  following 
form  of  Certificate,  to  be  presented  to  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese: 

We,  the  undersigned,  being  assembled  tor  the  purpose  of  f)rming  our- 
selves into  a  Congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these 
United  States,  do  certify  that  we  have  consent(?d  to  be  governed  by  tiie 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  set  ibrth  in  General  Conven- 
tion, and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese; 

that  we  have  assumed  the  name  of* ,  [here  should  follow  the  nam.e 

and  place,]  and  have  elected  the  following  persons  Vestrymen,  to  wit: 
[names  of  Vestrymen.]  In  witness  whereof,  we  have  subscribed  our 
names,  this day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord . 

CANON  VIII.— Passed  May  1824. 
Respecting  Annual  Conlrihuiions. 

An  annual  contiibution  shall  be  made  by  each  Congregation  in  this 
Diocese,  to  detiay  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop  s  visitations, 
and  the  contingent  charges  of  the  Convention,  and  likewise  to  furnish 
our  quota  to  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  General  Convention,  which 
sums  si)all  Ije  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  as  they  shall 
be  received. 

CANON  IX.— Passed  May  1824. 

Respedlng  the  Bishop^s  authority  to  change  ihe  j^Jacc  of  holding  the 

Convention. 

In  all  cases  where  a  contagious  disease,  or  any  other  sufficient  cause, 
shall  render  it  necessary,  the  Bishop  may  change  the  place  of  meeting 
appointed  by  the  Convention. 

CANOxN  X.— Passed  Atril  1825. 
To  appoint  a  Treasurer  and  to  prescribe  his  Duties. 
A  Treasurer  of  the    Convention  shall   be   appointed  annually.     He 
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shall  have  the  custody  of  all  Uioneys  belonging  to  the  Convention,  and 
shall  render  to  the  Convention  an  annual  account  of  all  moneys  so  en- 
trusted to  him.  The  said  Treasurer  shall,  ex-officio,  receive  all  money 
from  the  Trustees  or  General  Agent  of  the  Fund  for  the  Episcopate  as 
it  may  be  collected,  and  vest  the  same,  and  all  interest  and  dividends 
thereon,  in  the  Capital  Stocks  of  some  one  of  the  Banks  of  the  State. 

CANON  XL— Passed  May  1827. 

Authorising  the  Treasurer  to  invest  the  Money  belonging  to  the  ConveU' 

tion. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invest  in 
stock,  or  put  out  to  interest  on  good  security,  as  he  may  deem  most  ad- 
vantageous, all  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  especially  appropriated;  and 
all  sums  received  for  the  use  of  the  Episcopate. 

CANON  XII.— Passed  May  1830. 
Pointing  out  the  Additional  Duties  of  the  Secretary. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  preserve  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  the  Convention,  during  its  Sessions,  six  copies  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  this  Church;  and  each  year  to  preserve  for  the 
same  purpose,  six  copies  of  the  printed  Journals  of  Convention.  These 
papers  the  Secretary  shall  cause  to  be  present  at  each  Convention. 

CANON  XIII.— Passed  May  1830. 
On  the  Election  of  a  Bishop. 

The  Lay  Delegates  of  no  Congregation  which  is  formed  after  a  va- 
cancy has  occurred  in  the  office  of  Bishop,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall 
vote  in  the  election  of  the  next  successor  in  the  office,  or  upon  any  ques- 
tion touching  such  election. 

CANON  XIV.— Passed  May  1841. 

Relating  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  hold 
meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  every  Convention  of  the  Di- 
ocese; and  this  Canon  is  hereby  declared  to  be  due  notice  to  each  mem- 
ber of  the  same,  to  assemble  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of 
each  Annual  Convention. 
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ADOPTED  AT  VARIOUS  SITTINGS  GF  THE  CGiME^ITION. 


Resolved,  That  with  the  consent  of  his  Vestry,  it  be  the  duty  of  every 
settled  Clergyman,  not  having  more  than  two  Congregaticns  in  his  Pa- 
rochial Cure,  to  devote  one  Sunday  in  every  three  months  to  Missionary 
labor,  and  that  the  Bishop  have  the  power  of  regulating  the  time  and 
place  of  service,     [Adopted  May  1832.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Vestries  of  such  Churches  in  this  Diocese  as  may 
be  destitute  of  Clergymen,  be  requested  to  forward  to  the  Secretary,  at 
least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  every  Annual  Convention,  a  re- 
port of  the  State  and  condition  of  said  Churches,     [Adopted  June  1835.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  annex  to  his  Report, 
the  list  of  those  Congregations  which  have  failed  or  may  hereafter  fail 
to  pay  the  sums  assessed  for  the  Bishop's  Salary  and  Contingent  Fund, 
in  the  hope,  that  upon  such  deficiency  being  brought  to  their  notice,  they 
may  transmit  the  same  \)Yom\)t\y. -^[Adopted  May  1836.] 

Resolved,  That  there  be  a  Committee  appointed  at  this  and  at  each 
succeeding  Convention,  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  ex-officio 
Chairman,  and  also  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman,  both  residing  at 
Raleigh, 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  hereby  appointed,  shajl  be  called  "the 
Committee  for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergymen,  and  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen;"  and  that  it  be  their  duty  to  apply  any 
moneys  raised  under  these  resolutions,  to  the  relief  of  such  disabled 
Clergymen,  and  to  the  relief  of  such  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased 
Clergymen,  as  they  may  deem  proper  objects  lor  the  assistance. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee,  to  ascertain  the  a- 
mount  of  money  which  will  probably  be  wanted  in  each  succeeding  year 
for  these  purposes,  and  to  report  to  each  Clergyman  the  respective  cases, 
and  also  the  amount  which  will  be  needed  from  their  respective  Cures. 
It  being  understood  that  these  amounts  are  to  be  estimated  by  the  ratio 
of  the  present  assessment.  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  in  event  o{ 
there  being  no  proper  objects,  there  shall  be  no  call  made. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convcntit»n  be  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Committee,  that  he  receive  all  moneys  contributed  to  this  oi)iect  and 
pay  out  the  same  on  the  warrant  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  within  the  duty  of  the  Pa- 
rochial  Clergy,  to  urge  these  claims,  when  they  exist,  on  their  respec- 
live  Cures — to  collect  funds,  and  to  transmit  them  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  report  their  an- 
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nual  pfoceediiiga  in  detail,  at  each  and  every  Convention.     [Adopted 
May  1S41.] 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  every  Clergyman,  to  procure 
annually  the  sum  of  at  least  Five  Dollars,  in  money  or  books  for  the  in- 
crease of  said  Library. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  present  the  Librarian  with  a  list  of 
the  Books  in  his  own  or  in  his  Parish  Library,  so  that  unnecessary  du- 
plicates may  not  be  purchased,  and  that  each  may  know  where  to  apply 
for  any  needed  set  of  books. — [Adopted  May  184L] 

Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  other  Standing  Committees,  there 
shall  be  one  appointed  at  each  Convention,  to  be  called  the  Committee 
on  the  Admission  of  New  Congregations.     [Adopted  May  1842.] 

Resolved,  That  every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  having  a  Parochial 
Cure,  be  hereby  enjoined  to  press  upon  his  Congregation,  in  a  public 
discourse  at  least  once  a  year,  the  high  obligations  under  which  we  lie 
to  contribute  from  our  means,  on  the  principle  of  Systematic  Charity, 
as  recommended  by  the  Bishop  and  adopted  by  the  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  having  a  Parochial  Cure,  or,  where 
there  is  no  Clergyman,  the  Wardens  of  a  Parish,  be  requested  to  trans- 
mit quarterly,  to  the  Treasurer,  the  amount  collected  up  to  that  time  for 
Missionary  operations.     [Adopted  May  1844.] 

Resolted,  That  hereafter,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church, 
and  Resolutions  of  Conventions  continuing  in  force,  with  the  Rules  of 
Order,  shall  be  printed  as  an  Appendix  to  the  Journals  of  each  sitting 
of  the  Convention. — -[Adopted  May  1844.] 

Whereas,  the  General  Convention  of  1844  enacted  a  Canon,  allow^ 
ing  to  each  Bishop,  under  certain  limitations  and  restrictions,  a  due  dis- 
cretion in  the  calling,  trial  and  examination  of  Deacons,  whenever  he 
should  be  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Convention  of  his  Diocese:  There* 
fore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  does  hereby  request  the  Bishop  of 
this  Diocese  to  use  the  discretion  allowed  in  said  Canon,  so  far  as  may 
seem  to  him  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  his  Church.  [Adopts 
ecZilIaz/ 1845.] 

Resolved  by  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  That  the  Right  Rev.  Levi  S.  Ives,  together 
with  two  Laymen,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  be  and  hereby  are  appointed 
Trustees  for  said  Church,  to  receive  donations,  and  to  purchase,  take, 
and  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  trust  for  said  Church;  pursuant 
to  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  rat- 
ified  the  eighth  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1845,  and  entitled  an  Act  to  a.

12.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  shall  be  considered  as  before  the 
Convention,  unless  seconded;  and,  if  required,  reduced  to  writing  and 
read  by  the  Secretary. 

13.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be 
made  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone  it;  a  motion 
to  adjourn,  however,  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate.  A  question  on  amendment  must  be  decided  before  the  ori- 
ginal motion. 

14.  A  question  once  decided,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate,  except  with  the  consent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Convention:  Provided  always,  that  any  member  of  the 
Convention  voting  in  favor  of  any  resolution,  may,  on  the  same  day  on 
which  the  vote  is  taken,  move  a  reconsideration  of  said  vote. 

15.  No  member  shall  be  absent  trom  the  Sessions  of  the  Convention, 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  from  sickness  unable  to  attend. 

16.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair.
